Recently the Blackie Junior 
High School sold magazine sub¬ 
scriptions, earning guite a profit 
and decided to adopt a Korean 
orphan. They have received a pic¬ 
ture of the child and a letter tell¬ 
ing a little of their orphan’s his¬ 
tory. *■ 

The little girl, named Woo 
Kyung Sook, was bom September 
1955 and is a gentle loving and 
appealing child. She is in the first 
grade at school and loves reading, 
and is progressing well Her health 
is good at present and her favorite 
play is folk dancing. To quote the 
letter "Somehow Kyung Sook's 
parents survived the holocaust of 
the Korean War to face many 
hardships later. Then misfortune 
struck and the mother died from 
the effects of long privation. After 
that tragic loss the father strug¬ 
gled both to earn a living and 
keep the home going, but he 
wasn’t long equal to this double 
burden and died only a few 
months after the mother. Welfare 
workers then brought the child¬ 
ren to our homes. 

She lives at the Bethel Won 
(orphanage) at Taejon, Korea 
and the adoption secretary there 
writes that by her adoption she 
now has been given hope and the 
opportunity to prepare herself to 
become a good citizen of the on¬ 
coming generation.
